The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 2 and 6 to 
7 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 cited in the international search report. 
Document 1 indicates that the mixture has a pH level of 2 
to 4. Therein, document 1 does not specifically delimit 
the pH level of the alkali solution; however, given that 
the composition obtained by combining the alkali solution 
and the mixture has a pH level of 9 to 12, it would be 
possible to employ an alkali solution that has a pH level 
of 12 to 14, as appropriate. Furthermore, document 1 does 
not stipulate that the mixture be added to the alkali 
solution. When combining an alkali solution and a 
mixture, however, there are only two alternatives as to 
which substance is added to the other substance, and it 
was common practice to add an alkali solution to a 
mixture or to add a mixture to an alkali solution (for 
example, refer to JP 2003-268354 A (Rodel Nitta Co.), 25 
September 2003, claims, etc.) prior to the filing of the
